Once th ey arc firm ­ 
ly attach ed to th e skin th ey can­ 
not be brush ed (rff but th e quicker 
th ey are remov ed th e better. 
P not remov ed th ey h av e been 
known to remain attach ed to th e 
.skin for ov er a week. Th ey can 
be remov ed by touch ing th em 
w ith th e end of a match th at h as 
been struck and th en blown out. 
or by coating th em completely

moist. For th is reason it is com­ 
mon in th e groin and in th e feet 
wh ere it is called ath lete's foot. 
Many persons wh o are not in th e 
least ath letic also get it. A new 
fungicide, ch loroxylenol, h as prov­ 
ed very effective in some persons 
wh o h ave used it. 


Recent studies indicate th at in 
some persons rod-sh aped bacteria 
rath er th an a fungus cause ath ­ 
lete’s foot. Th is would account for 
th e failure of some victim s to get 
relief from any of th e fungicides 
and for th eir cure by oth er drugs. 


It all boils down to wh at I h ave 
said many tim es in th e past: 
First, find th e exact cause. Wh en 
th is is done th e treatm ent pre­ 
scribed by your doctor is often 
surprisingly easy. But always, you 
m ust keep your feet as dry as 
possible as much of th e tim e as 
possih le. 


or five weeks and see wh eth er 
th e salty taste disappears.

Operations 
to furth er rem ove sensory path ­ 
ways to or in th e brain h ave been 
attem pted wh en th e pain is per­ 
sistent and severe, but th e re­ 
sults are often disappointing.
